The Cudahy Packing 
Company of 


Kansas City was 
indicted on ,'the 


charge of wholesale violations of tho 
United States internal revenue laws.' 
The charge is that the • company has 
defrauded the government out of more 
•than $80,000 In revenues on oleomar- 
gerine. The minimum fine on each of 
the 737 counts is.$1,000. 


The revenue law provides that each 


pound 
of 
uncolorert 
oleomargerine' 


must have a revenue stamp of a quar- 
ter of a cent, but that each pound to 
which coloring material 
has 
been 


added to give it the appearance of but- 
ter a ton-cent revenue stamp must be 
attached. 


It is charged in the indictment that 


the Cudahy company has sold the col- 
ored product under the quarter of a 
cent tax. It also is claimed by the 
government officials that the company 
has succeeded in 
monopolizing 
the 


oleomargerine market by selling the 
colored product and paying the tax'

.- San'Francisco, April -16.—Six bodies 
recovered and' probably eight or ten 
others buried in the ruins; six injured, 
one fatally, and property loss of 5125,-- 
000 aro the results of a.n early morn- 
ing, fire that'destroyed the St...George 
hotel, a lodging house for' laborers, at 
Howard and Eighth streets, and eight 
other small 
buildings. 
The bodies 


taken to the morgue were so charred 
that identification was impossible. 


There were three hundred guests in 


the hotel at the time of the fire nnd 
they were thrown into a panic. Many 
of thm- had difficulty escaping owing 
to the rapidity with which the struc- 
ture, which was a large frame build- 
ing, was devoured by the flames. Many 
of those injured were hurt by leaping 
from tho uppor'Stories.

hour after the flames were discovered 
tho building was In ruins. It was three

launched. The Commercial club banquet 
disclosed such unity and enthusiasm 
of sentiment as to extinguish any 
doubt thero may have been that a 
cleaner, more beautiful and in every 
way be'ter Fort Wayne will embody a 
noble realization of a great public de- 
sire. Thero being no doubt of a un- 
nnlmlty of sentiment so far as the 
spirit that ruled the Commercial club 
banquet may be takan as an expression 
of tho people's aspirations, the manl- 
feit duty of the hour Is to make the 
movement really move.

Great opportunities have slip- 
ped away and are past all possibility 
of recall.

attractive possibilities, but they must 
be taken hold of at once or they, too, 
will disappear. 
Public playgrounds, 


like additional parks, will become in- 
creasingly difficult to acquire as time 
goes on and permanent Improvements 
of a private sort one after another 
eliminate eligible sites from practical 
consideration. 


A bond issue will permit inaugura- 


tion of the scheme on a scale commen- 
surate with the future of the city. In 
no other way can the city come by thrf 
money In sufficient amount nnd Im- 
mediately, which latter consideration 
is of utmost importance. Nothing can 
be gained by delay, though a great 
deal may easily be lost. It it be agreed 
that it Is to be dnne, the way to do It 
having been pointed out, the sooner 
the actual work of doing be put under 
way the better.

Paved Streets as Future Expense 


Two very evident conclusions are to be drawn from the facts brought out in 


talk 82: 


First, the owners of property in Port Wayne have a large expenditure before 


them in securing a proper paving of the streets and alleys adjacent to their prop- 
erties before Fort Wayne paving conditions are brought up to the standards' of the 
eight cities mentioned. ' 
.

Second, the City government lias not only to exercise unaccustomed push and 


incentive to secure tMs public-spirited improvement of the thoroughfares, but 
must provide for large annual expenditures out of its own funds incidental to this 
new construction. 


As these large expenditures enhance property values and add to the City's 


convenience, safety, healtlifulness and attractiveness, "they are justified to the 
owners of property by increased values in real estate and justified to all the tax- 
payers by the fact that their benefits are for ALL the people and not for a favored 
FEW. 
' 
' 


Let us note what is ahead of us, if we would eaten tip with the procession. 
The eight cities cited have 1,073 miles of streets, with 496 miles paved. 
.If Fort Wa}oie had the same proportion of paved streets to its total street mile- 


age, it would have over 95 miles. 


But 95 miles means fully 50 miles more than it bas. The cost of tbat 50 miles 


of paving, if we take the mayor's figures for the first 43 miles as a basis, will be over 
$2,325,000. 


Tbat would mean, if the work were done in five years, some $465,000 a year 


out of the pockets of property owners for their share of tbe cost of street improve- 
ments that certainly should precede other extensive expenditures in making Fort 
Wayne an attractive and beautiful city. 


The City in 1907, according to its annual report, paid nearly $18,000 out of 


funds appropriated for paving purposes, not to mention $13,139 for new street im- 
provements, and $11,775 for maintenance and repair of streets, no cleaning in- 
cluded. 


According to the controller's report for 1908, new street improvements ab- 


sorbed $10,877 of City funds and maintenance and repairs $11,818, without includ-. 
ing cleaning. 


in 1907 the City laid 3.5 miles of pavement and in 19081.63 miles of accepted 


paving, or a trifle over five miles in two years, almost entirely at property owners' 
expense. 


' It can readily be seen, therefore, that the City's expenses under the items of 


"new street improvements" and "maintenance and repair" would be very material- 
ly increased, if not doubled, were the benefited property owners and tbe City gov- 
ernment to unite in pushing forward toward a better paved city at tbe rate of ten 
miles of new paving a year. 


That would mean an encouraging extent of pavccl streets within five years— 


certainly not a precipitate rush into the beautifying of tbe highways of Fort 
Wayne. As for the byways—the 164 miles of unpaved alleys—othc provision bas 
also to be made measured by thousands of dollars. 


Between paving improvement assessments and general tax levies tbe taxpay- 


ers of Fort Wayne will thus have enough to pay for in the next few years without 
making good for losses by .City experiments in the lighting field or other fields, 
where private enterprise and capital stand ready to take all the risks and YET 
SAVE THE CITY MONEY.

Valuable Lands, One-Third 


Nation's Reserve Area, 


May be Settled. 


Washington, 
April 
16.—President 


Taft will, in the course of a 
few- 


months, issue a proclamation and an 
executive order which 
will result in 


the elimination of practically one-third 
of the forest reserve area of the Unit- 
ed States and return many millions of 
acres of valuable lands to entry and 
settlement. 


By direction of tbo president the sec- 


retary of agriculture has given orders 
for surveys in forest reserves which 
will enable 
him 
to 
take therefrom 


every strip of untimbored land and all 
lands lit 
for 
agricultural purposes. 


These will be thrown into the public 
domain and become the property of 
citizens of the United States who care 
to enter them under the public land 
laws. 


Pinchot to Undertake Surveys. 
Forester Girford Pinchot has been di- 


rected to undertake surveys in the 
state of Idaho at once, using mem- 
bers of his forestry force as largely 
as possible in running lines which will 
establish tlio exact locations of the un- 
timbered spots in tho reserves. 


The state of Idaho will have close 


to a million acres of land returned to 
entry when the surveys are made, 
and tho president's proclamation final- 
ly goes into effect. 
Colorado. U!' h, 


Wyoming, New Mexico, California and 
all the great coast states in which 
Mr. Pinchot has been maintaining his 
forest domains comprising 190,000,000 
acres, will be given attention at an 
early date. 


Practically Victory for Heyburn. 
The order of the secretary of agri- 


culture is looked upon as practically 
a victory for Senator 
Heyburn. of 


Idaho, who ever since his advent to 
the senate has been carrying on a con- 
stant warfare against tho wholesale 
placing of lands in forest reserve in 
tho west. During consideration of the 
agricultural appropriation bill in the 
senate in the session of tho congress 
recently closed he offered an amend- 
ment which would confine the reserves 
to troe lands alone and make it im- 
possible for the bureau of forestry to 
place restrictions upon the use of bare 
spots here and there and to keep them 
apart from entry under the homestead 
and other land laws. 


With the 
retirement 
of President 


Roosevelt a more liberal policy towarc 
westerners 
was apparently 
put in 


force, for in the order of the secretarj 
of agriculture Senator Heyburn hat 
secured practically what his defeated 
amendment to the agricultural 
bil 


called for. 


Pinchot Opposed to It. 


It can bo stated that the new forest 


reserve policy'has not met with the 
approval of 
Chief Forested 'Gifford 


Pinchot, who has 
been maintaining 


steadily that proper administration o 
forest reserves necessitated th-5 .prac- 
tical blanketing of a great man} 
wastes where there grew neither grass 
nor trees. However, following a gen- 
eral policy 
which was inaugurated 


with the advent of the Taft adminis 
tration, through which nearly a mil 
lion acres of land withdrawn from en 
try by President Roosevelt have been 
returned to the public domain, Mr 
Pinchot has been required to submit t 
the new order of things.

The sweetest word in" the English 


language is "home." Spurgeon said. 
"Home Is the grandest of all institu- 
tions." Home is one of the relics of 
Paradise. It has had a place in all 
ages, and in all nationalities. • 


The words of the text were uttered 


by the Psalmist after he had 
been 


away from home and the altar of Jeru- 
salem for a time. Although there were 
many places of beauty and delight that 
he was privileged to visit, none was 
uo sacred to him as Mount Zion.'tho 
altar where he had been accustomed 
to worship. The home is the first In 
time of the great social institutions; 
first in the life of the Individual, first 
in the life of the race. The origin of 
home goes back Into the gray dawn of 
human history, when the church and 
state were included In the household, 
when the housefather 
was 
teacher, 


priest and king. 


Jesus Honored Home. 


The Savior honored home; In his 


obedience.to his parents, who ill un- 
derstood his mission to the world; In 
his miracle at Cana of Galilee, and, 
above all.

teaching of the Master in the parablo 
of the Prodigal Son, where we lerirn 
the truft relation of the sinner to Cod. 


namely, that of sonship. Jesus taught 
devout worshipers, wl'hout • priest or 
altar, to come straight to God and say.' 
"Our 
Father." He lifted the veil that 


hid the mysteries of the future life 
and exhibited as a reward of the faith- 
ful, not the happy hunting ground of 
the red man, not the Paradise of the 
Moslem with its dark-eyed maidens, 
not the unending torment of the war- 
rior, nor yet the solemn Sabbath of 
the mystic; but he showed us our 
heavenly home when he said. "In my 
Father's house are many mansions. I 
go to prepare a place for you." Take 
home out of music and literature and

community. The highest form of gov- 
ernment must be founded on the best 
kind of homes. Our government was 
founded on the old Puritan homes of 
New England- 


When the philosophers affirmed that 


every sage, seer and statesman had 
had a great father or mother, they 
simply affirmed that the home is the 
source of civic power 
and 
wealth. 


When Wordsworth said that his pa- 
rents made vows for him, he meant 
that there was a mysterious disposi- 
tion toward love of nature and poetry- 
Augustine tells us that the tide that 
flowed down from his mother's life 
swept his soul forward upon his great 
career. Lincoln said. "AH that I am. 
or hope to be, I owe to my mother." 
Thus the home becomes a temple and 
marriage becomes a sacrament, and 
we recognize wliat the child of to- 
morrow will be. 


The Mother Influence. 


Among tlw most fascinating of re- 


cent books is the "Mothers of Great 
Men," 
whicli shows Carlyle as only a 


spark struck out 
of 
his 
mother's 


genius; how Leiltia lent energy, cour- 
age, decision and boundless ambition 
to her son. Napoleon: how that sweet 
German mother handed her harp for- 
ward to Mendelssohn; how, from their 
mothers. Luthor had tho love of lib- 
erty, and Rlchtcr his love for writing. 
The child becomes so saturated with 
the teachings and holy Influences of 
his early home life that ho never can 
cast them off. Ho may become reek- 
lesB, and seemingly indifferent, for n 
time; but memory links him with his 
childhood days and 
their hallowed 


associations. Even In the midst of a 
wicked life,' he finds himself at times 
carried back In memory to the glow 
of the old home altar, on which the 
flre never burned out, and to the mid- 
night hour, when he again hears the 
music of his mother's voice and again 
Is thrilled by her loving touch. 


The story is told by a Jailer, hotv, 


one evening before the lights were out 
In tho prison and the convicts 
had 


gone from tho corridor to their cells 
for the night, a strong, sweet baritone 
voice was heard singing in a rear cell: 


Gold has Its powers, sages will say; 
Rlclies In life hold a wonderful sway;

Publicity is giv- 
en to the exchange; the minds of our 
youth are forced to consider wrong 
ideals ot marriage: many are made^to 
stumble, and the holy.estate of matri- 
mony is brought into disrepute. Bet- 


of our youth, or. entering, that Ite In- 
fluence should be-offset. 


The much-discussed divorce ques- 


tion is one of the serious dangers that 
threaten the homes of our country. 
The ease with which divorces are ob- 
tained, and the large number granted, 
have made a very dark cloud, which is 
now overhanging our nation. • Then 
there is the business that takes father 
and mother away from home, and chil- 
dren are left in the care of the de- 
pendants. Love for a child cannot be 
bought. Instead of teaching their sons 
how to vote, some mothers are striv- 
ing to become voters themselves. This 
is not a blow at woman suffrage; but 
the greatest honor woman can have is 
to be queen In the home. How much 
better for her to keep the springs .of 
the water of life pure in the home 
than to attempt to filter Its muddy 
currents in the street!

The Homo of Our Childhood. 


There is a fascination about 
the 


old home of our childhood. An old 
hero, wounded 
in life's battles and 


scarred In its conflicts. In his old age 
longed to be taken back to the home of 
his childhood. When he stood at last 
In. that little village, what a change 
had passed over all familiar sights and 
scenes! 
The great farmhouse of his 


childhood had shrunk to a little cot- 
tase; something 
had 
narrowed the 


great river to a mere ribbon; the 
school house, once so vast and ma- 
jestic, seemed like a rude hut. Some 
power had touched the mountains and 
made them tiny mounds. In that hour, 
with streaming eyes tho old hero said, 
"This world 1» a bubblo that has brok- 
en from me; this Is not my home. My 
home is in hoaven." 


A few years ago, after having been 


away for some years, I went buck to 
the home of my youth. As we stood 
and looked at the hills, we really con- 
cluded that the water had washed 
tliom down, and they were not so high 
as they used to be. And tho creek that 
used to seem 
so big nnd deep was 


surely now filled up, for it was only 
a tiny brook, with a little water In it 
Thon, when I looked at the old church 
that used to seem so largo to mo, and 
when I thought of the long row of 
loams that used to stand at the hitch- 
rack, it all seemed so different. That 
nlKht they "had asked mo to preach, 
and when we went into the church the 
scats did not seem nearly so long as 
they used to nor the room so large. 
As I entered tho pulpit, t;nd wo went 
through tho service, there was a sol- 
emnity about :*• inat deeply Impressed 
me. 
When I thought of the men of 


God who had prayed around that altar, 
and who in that very altar had knelt 
down besldo me and prayed for mo, 
and when I recalled how they talked to 
me and tried, in their humble way, to 
point me to tho Lamb of God 'that 
takoth away the sin of the world, the 
place became very sacred to me.

Hon. Charles SI. Brown, o£ Madison, 


Wis., lawyer, banker and secretary:. of 
the Madison Park and Pleasure Drive 
association, followed In the principal'- 
address of the evening. Mr.- Brown's 
purpose was to tell of the work ac- 
complished in his own city, and he did 
so:in interesting fashion. 
Beginning 


•with its start thirty years ago, Mr. 
Brown traced down to the present the 
construction of parks, driveways, play- 
grounds and other beauty spots in 
Madison, througn tne medium of an 
organization 
of public-spirited citi- 


zens, the benificence of a number of 
wealthy men and the co-operation of 
the city authorities. It has been on-a 
splendid 
scale 
the 
reclamation 
of 


water bogs and low lands surround- 
ing the 
lakes adjacent 
to Madison, 


which lent themselves naturally to 
beautification of this character. 


Summarizes the Work. 


Though still a city of less than 30,- 


000- population. Mr. .Brown, explained 
that Madison nov; has fourteen miles 
of-pleasure drives outside the city, 42 
acres in parks outside the city and 155 
acres in parks within the city limits. 
For this work a total of $250,000 in be- 
quests has been received in the past 
seventeen' years. Last year the sub- 
scriptions for improvement and main- 
tenance 
was about .$7,500, all 
the 


amounts save one coming in denomi- 
nations of less than $100. The average 
membership o£ the association is SOO. 
It is non-political and purely an organ- 
ization for civic progress. Title to all 
the park lands and driveways is in the 
association, but held in trust for the 
. city. 


The effect of the '-work, he said, has 


been an awakened interest and pride 
in civic affairs. 
The habit of giving 


has stimulated rather than retarded 
benificence in other directions. "We 
have taken bogs and kit beauty 
spots," said Mr. Brown. "The laughter 
of happy children has superseded the 
croak of frogs about the former low 
places near the lakes. The work lias 
not only beautified Madison, but it has 
advertised the city and added greatly 
to the aggregate wealth. It is esti- 
mated that the increased 
return in 


taxes to the city from enhanced values 
as the result of those improvements 
equals 10 to 15 per cent, of the total 
taxes received; You can make no bet- 
ter investment, even in a financial way 
than to make your city beautiful, to 
say nothing whatever of the intellect- 
ual, physical and moral betterments 
you will receive." 


Some Municipal Satisfactions. 


Transforming himself for a time in- 


to a replica of the modern ballyhoo, 
Charles R, Lane talked on "Municipal 
Satisfactions" and exploited some of 
the features for city pride and some 
others of which only larger vision will 
Pliable one to now get a glimpse*. Ho 
referred to some satisfactions which 
cannot 
1)0 purchased with money— 


hpulth, morals, easy 
conscience—but 


others are available if tho prico bo 
paid. lie particularized somo of the 
latter, including a new building for 
Hope hospital, a Young Men's Chris- 
tian association, play grounds, a mu- 
nicipal assembly room, railroad track 
elevation and union stations. His pica 
throughout was for a larger vision in 
planning for «Jthe future. 
HP urged 


nothing less 
than 
a comprehensive 


scheme for track elevation when the 
work is ndertaken—not merely a dark 
and noisesome 
tunnel beneath 
tho 


tracks at Calhoun street—and declared 
the belief that the people would ulti- 
mately endorse the progress which 
really measured up to the future needs 
of the great city Fort Wayne is des- 
tined to bs. Referring to the public 
playgrounds movement, Mr. Lane said 
in conclusion: 


"This 
country a 
hundred 
years 


hence will be just what the kind of 
children we are bringing up make il. 
Its growing size makes new problems 
for which growing wisdom and more 
intensive patriotism 
will be needed. 


Are we doing enough for our children 
when wo buy them food, clothing and 
education? 
The 
public playground 


will provide the influences that make 
for self-respect, respect for law, re- 
spect for others, decency, courtesy and 
cleanliness. 
The Drayer vision is a 


municipal want, so well founded and so 
thoroughly consistent with civil right- 
eousness that reparation for past neg- 
lect and no excuse is demanded. No 
parent, no lover of children, no lover 
of the country home or of the country 
of his birth, may stand back and say: 
I will none of that. The vision is a 
herald of the stability of the republic, 
the permanence 
of free institutions. 


It is manhood elevation and as such 
takes precedence over track elevation 
and yet both are pressing duties of the 
hour. 


"Gentlemen, you now have my sam- 


ples of the kinds of civic satisfactions 
you can buy—before you. In the lan- 
guage of the Ballyhoo brigade, 'huiTy, 
lost, us hurry: .on .to.their full,fruition 
and realization."

public play-grounds,' Dr> L-. P. Dray- 
er made'one of-the. big hits of the ev.e.- 
•hing .and 'the 'applause demonstrated' 
that lie. has. enlisted .-substantial sym7 
pathy .in.the. effort to provl'de breath- 
ing-spaces for the boys' and' girls. "I 
speak to you tonight," said Dr. Dray- 
er in opening, "of the beautiful— 


"This sweetest little feller everybody 


knows; 


Don't know what they call him, but 


he's mighty like a rose," 


and I want to tell you that he who 
helps the child in the matter of early 
development devises for the child that 
without which he cannot live. Among 
all the lines of uplifting -work—demo- 
cratic, constructive and educational— 
there is none to be compared to the 
playground. 
We spend 
money In 


dealing with Juvenile delinquency, out 
we spend far too little to prevent that 
juvenile delinquency. 
The children 


have been lost sight of in the con- 
struction of our . cities. 
The boy is 


simply crowded off the earth.. He has 
no breathing- place. Everywhere he is 
confronted by 'keep off the grass' 
signs. There is no place for children 
to play, and -I declar.e to you that in 
the matter of playgrounds and health, 
the playground - is in the'very fore 'n 
the -prevention' of the destruction of 
life t>y tuberculosis. The construction 
of a playground today will prevent 
the necessity of the erection of a hos- 
pital tomorrow." .

a roll, a commission not to find Jesus, 
but to kill him in the person of his fol- 
lowers.

probably rode on horseback to the 
wondrously beautiful city of Damas- 
cus, one hundred and forty miles dis- 
tant. The traveler toward the. south 
had at least a thousand mile journey 
before him. 
One was a black man. 


the other a white man. A teacher sent 
of God. Philip the evangelist, appeared 
to the southern traveler, and a great 
light dawned upon his soul and he be- 
came a follower of the Lord Jesus.

upon him and the voice from heaven 
which had reached his soul with its 
winning prayer.

of his being led by the hand, being 
blinded in the eyes, that he might be 
shut In with God. And he told thorn 
how, 
in Damascus, he had been re- 


ceived into the fellowship of the saints 
by the laying on of the hands of An- 
anias, directed of God to do so. 
He 


told them also how later he had re- 
ceived a commission 
from Go<3 
to 


preach and teach in his name. 


King Agrippa and Festus. 


Again Paul told the same

when he stood before King Agrippa 
and the "most noble Festus" (Acts 
26:8-18), on which occasion Paul was 
given a chance to plead his cause.

:«pt by ono Judas, was the only door 
pen to him. And ho was In no con- 
Itlon to partake of the little hos- 
iltallty to be found there, for It Is re- 
orded that for three days he neither 
ate nor drank anything. 
God knew 


ust where to find a man who could 
minister to Saul, and so in a vision he 
poke to Ananias (of the same name, 
hut very different in character from 
he man who, with his wife Sapphira, 
lad been struck dead because of ly- 
ng/) 
God told Ananias to go to the 


louso of Judas, where he would find 
Saul, and find him praying. 
Ananias 


was both astonished and alarmed, and 
even protested against going because 
of the evil Saul had done to the Lord's 
followers, and because of the commis- 
sion he held from tho high priest to 
continue his evil work. Ananias must 
nave felt very like being invited to go 
Into a lion's don. But Ananias, being 
assured of God that Saul had been 
chosen by him to bear his name In 
places where ho had befors trampled 
upon It, went In faith to do as the 
Lord bade htm.
